PRODUCE DEALERS FIND FLAWS 
IN PROPOSED LAW. 


Ordinance Drawn by City Sealer of 
Weights Contains Provision That 
Cannot Be Complied With, Assert 
Several, Who Say Police Laws Are 
Sufficient to Prevent Cheating. 


Commission merchants and  whole- 
sale produce dealers are opposing the 
proposed ordinance to regulate the 
packing and marketing of various 
products, as prescribed in the measure 
of City Sealer of Weights Samuel 
Green, which will be presented to the 
Council for action on Tuesday. 

The ordinance was originally in- 
tended to “kill off” a few peddlers— 
not only peddlers, but swindlers, as 
well. Under the latter category, the¥ 


are amenable to ordinary laws making 


it a crime to cheat. This Is the man- 
ner in which the produce merchants 
view the matter. 

As drawn up, the new ordinance 
makes it essential to sell every prod- 
uct by weight or exact measure. It 
will be necessary to sell eggs by the 
pound, cauliflower by the heads—not 
by the crate—peaches, cherries, plums 
and kindred fruits by the pound and 
not by the box, as has heretofore been 
the custom. 

“The ordinance is unnecessary and 
preposterous,” said Joseph Simpson, of 


yesterday. “It means that we will 
have to repack a great deal of the 
fruit which comes into this market, 
thereby increasing the cost to the con- 
sumer by 20 per cent. For example, 
the ordinance says that apples or kin- 
dred fruits must be packed in boxes 
containing a bushel or an even part 
thereof, conforming to the dry meas- 
urement. 

“This year, about 660,000 boxes of 
apples were received from the cen- 
tral part of thie State and from Ore- 
gon, Utah, Colorado and other places. 
Not a single box contained exactly a 
bushel or an even part of a bushel. 
In different States and districts differ- 
ent-sized boxe#® are made a standard. 
In order to comply with the proposed 
law, it would be essential for every 
dealer to repack the apples. 

“This is a physical impossibility. 
Furthermore, Los Angeles dealers can- 
not dictate the size of the boxes to 
growers of frult in all parts of the 
United States. What applies to apples 
also applies to cherries, ches and 
plums. If the ordinance passed, it 
will no Goubt be called unconstitu- 
tional by the courts.’ 

The preduce men are in favor of 
punishing peddlers who are unfair in 
trade. “There are less than twenty 
of this kind in Los Angeles,” said J. 
Cc. Richardson, president of the Pro- 
duce Exchange. “They are a menace 
to trade, in so far as they frequently 
underweigh, short change or offer in- 
ferior goods at the highest prices. All 
of these things are regulated by po- 
lice laws and should be cared for by 
the proper authorities. The 
ordinance is an impossibility.”

WESTERN DISTRICT CRITICISES 
COMPANY AT HOLLYWOOD. 


Citizens Gay No Notice Was Given 
When Fluid Was Shut Off—Fire 


_ tients Affected—Efforts to Secure 
Information of Trouble Futile. 


Deprived of their water supply dur- 
‘ing the greater part of a day which 
proved warm and thirst-producing, 
several thousand people in the western 
Wilshire district suffered yesterday 
from the action of the Union Hollywood 
‘Water Company. 

Most of the region from Hobart 
Boulevard west to the end of the new 
settlement and north from Fifth street 
to the city limits was without water for 
fire protection, drinking, cooking, or 
other use from §:30 o'clock in the -orn- 
ing until 4:30 o'clock in the afternoon. 
Some consur.ers say that they obtained 
no water from 7 o'clock until 5 o'clock. 
Many sick persons cailed in vain for 
water during the hot day, and crowds 
went to the Bimini Baths to purchase 
water in time of need. Bottied tabie 
waters bought in drug stores were re- 
at a premium. ahese who tound 
it necessary to wash used expensive 
water. 

Numerous culinary delicacies were 
spollied because at the last minute tne 
cook found that there was no water, 
and there was no conee or tea with tne 
noon meal unless the householder was 
so fortunate as to have oOtained a sup- 
ply brought from a distance. 

No one in the afflicted region was 
abie to tell just why the water supply 
was cut off, but all agreed that they 
had received no notice from the com- 
pany. Scores who were questioned 
said that within the last few months 
they heve been cut off twice in the 
same way without warning. 

General discontent was funned to a 
rage when a rumor was started that 
the Union Hellywood Water Company 
had shut off the water while co nect- 
ing a conduit on Vermont avenue. 
fhe company was kept busy answer- 
ing complaints during the latter part 
the forenoon, but no explanation was 

ven. 

Most of the residents waited until 
afternoon before complaining and then 
found that the company had 
closed its office, as is customary on 
Saturday afternoons. 

J. R. Williams, No. 36 Harvard 
Boulevard, was requested by some of 
his neighbors to make an inquiry. He 
could not tfearn the cause of the water 
famine, even after he had called Presi- 
dent ©. J. Heyler by telephone. The 
president of the company was as much 
mystified as the water consumers in 
the “dry” district. and said that a gman 
was making inquiry. 

Fearing ea destructive fire, several 
residents called up the department, 
tnd others tried ‘o get the Mayor by 
telephone. Inquiries made at the 
Hollywood pumping station showed 
that there was no trouble there, and 
the men did not know why there was 
no water in the western lishire dis- 


trict. 
oO. KE. of Unien 


Wern 
rlolly wood Water Company, was ques- 


tioned at 3 o'clock yesterday afternoon 
and he gave the following statemert 
over the telephone: “We received re- 
poms that the water supply was cut 
off—{ think our first complaint was 
shortiy after 10 o'clock, We sent a 
man out to vee what was the matter, 
but ne has not retarned yet. I sup 
pose he found trounle and stayed to 
take charge of the repair work.”’ 

A visit to the region of water fam- 
ine during the hot part of the after- 
noon found the residents in no cheer- 
ful state of mind. Many men prefixed 
their remarks on the situation with 
jurid words. Women who tried to ex- 
press their feelings became. so angry 
that they stuttered. Children carryii¢, 
pails of water obtained at Bimini or in 
that part suppiiea by the city had fre- 
quent cash offers for their supply. 

In one family on Ardmore street the 
cutting off of the water supply caused 
vistress. A sick child called for water 
antil her mother made a trip to the 
nesrest supply place where she couc 
get any, nearly half a mile away. The 
woctors prescribed a hot vath for the 
child, and, it was iinpossible to get 
e ough water to the house to carry out 
his instructions. 

In other families where there is 
sickness the water famine worked a 
narasnip. 

Real estate men were indignant be 
cause they believe that the water com- 
pany’s hurts the value of prov- 
erty. “Their water rates are bac 
enough, but when they leave several 
inuusand persons in a fix like they 
“re uding today, vrospective buyers 
are bound to hear of it and some may 
stay away.” said one. “The company 
cute its own throat in this way.” 

Secretary Wern gave out another 
statement last night. “Our foreman 
reports that some of our men turned 
off the water at about 10 o'clock this 
morning so that they could repair a 
leak om Vermont avenue, where our 
pipes run parallel! with the city water 
pipes.” he said. “Perhaps some fami- 
lies were without water earlier in the 
day because of the leak. There should 
have been some water in the pipes in 
the places on lower ground, as the wa- 
ter would stay there. We did not no- 
tify the water consumers because we 
did not believe the accident would 
cause the water to be shut off for such 
a long time. Accidents will happen, and 
our men are working and making con- 
nections out in that part of the town 
most of the time.”

OLLEY EXPANSION. 

Now that the Huntington system has taken an- 
other step in the welding together of Southern Cali- 
fornia, by connecting that booming city, Pomona, 
with Claremont, Ontario and Uplands and by pro- 
posing other lines in the Pomona Valley, that sec- 
tion of Los Angeles and San Bernardino counties 


will at once feel the impulse. When the Pomona- 


Ontario connection is completed and the Chino loop 
is finished there will be only the gap between Co- 
vina and Pomona to be filled before the Pomona 
Valley will be added to the suburbs of Los Angeles. 


Electric connection means increased population 


for the Pomona Valley. Increased population in 
Pomona Valley means increased trade relations for 
Los Angeles. 

Even the promise of this connection is enough to 
stimulate action. A week ago there was a tract of 
desert land between Claremont and Uplands and 
within a mie of Pomona College, unreclaimed, un- 
touched, neglected since the day of the first Span- 
ish settlers. Today work is being pushed upon its 
reclamation. Sagebrush and cactus have beep 
burned. A dozen teams and a score of men are 
clearing the rocks from the land. Water is being 
piped to the tract. A portion of it already has been 
broken by the plow, and before the end of the year 
more than fifty acres of orange trees will be under 
cultivation. 


The land was waste. One day an engineer ran | 


a line across it for the right of way of the new 
line. The land became valuable. | 

All because of a railroad—and such a railroad! 
Four tracks have been planned, for this is to be on 
the Los Angeles-San Bernardino air line, and ex- 
press and freight service both must be maintained. 
Along the entire right of way a boulevard system 
of two forty-foot roads will be built. Spur tracks 
from the line will tap the orange groves. 

Already health resorts have been laid out for the 
mountains above Ontario and new power and light- 
ing plants for the valley. Within four hundred 
yards five bungalows have been built within the 
past four months and three more are, under 
construction because this road was planned. Now 
it is being built, and within the next year the five 
will become fifty, then five hundred. 


NCREASING AVERAGE WEALTH. 

There is perhaps no better authority on sta- 
tistics than George Paish, editor of the. London 
Statist. This student of facts has recently spent 
many weeks’ in the United States and has ad- 
dressed several audiences on subjects on which he 
speaks as an expert. In New York, just before he 
left for home, he used in a public address the fol- 
lowing figures as to the comparative wealth in 


today : 

In Great Britain a little more than two 
generations ago the average income annum 
per capita of population was only . At the 
present time the average annual income _ 
capita in Great Britain is more than $200. 
wealth of Great Britain in this period has in- 
creased from about $20,000,000,000, or $714 
per capita, to $80,000,000,000, or $1777 per 
capita, and the wealth of Great Britain is 
doubling itself every thirty-three years. In 
1850 census returns showed te 


~ 


about $307 per capita. 1904 that wealth 
officially was calculated at $107,000,000,000, 
egual to $1310 per capita. The wealth of the 
United States doubles every twenty years. 

It will be noticed that average income in- 


‘creases nearly twiee as fast as the average accu- 


mulated wealth, 

Figures like these are an absolute answer to the 
foolish cry that the rich are growing richer and 
the poor poorer. é 

Of course this increase in the wealth of the 
world which is at such an immensely rapid pace 
does not become fixed in the hands of all in pro- 
portion. There were multitudes of poverty-stricken 
persons in both the countries in question fifty years 
ago, and as far back as you may go in history 
there was a larger proportion of the people af- 
flicted with dire want. It will always be so. As 
population increases the manifestation of poverty 
will increase. The accumulation of wealth wil! al- 
ways be more rapid in the hands of some than in 
the hands of others. That is only another way of 
saying that there always have been, there are now 
and there always will be among the families of men 
people who lack energy, people who lack sense, lazy 
people, extravagant people, improvident people. 
There never was a time and never will be when 
among mankind there will not be multitudes of 
idlers, multitudes of drunkards, larger multitudes 


of people who will live from hand to mouth, no 


matter what their income may be. Ther: always 
were and there always will be among mankind those 
who would save if their incomes were but 50 cents 
a day, and those who would not save if their in- 
come were $50 an hour. There will be people of 
great business capacity and others of small busi- 
ness capacity in the future as in the past. 

Within the last month two men, one prominent 
in financial circles in Chicago, the other in New 
York, each rated as a millionaire, were sentenced 
to a penitentiary, shorn of nearly all their wealth 
and absolutely of all their respect. It was not so- 
ciety which reduced John R. Walsh from a mil- 
lionaire almost to a pauper and took him out of 
the office of a bank president and put him in stripes 
in a Kansas jail. It was not society that made the 
same change in the condition of Morse. These men 
were and spent foolishly and improperly 
not only their own money, but that of many cthers 
cotamitted to their keeping, They have no qaarrel 
with society. Their ill fate is of their inviting and 
creating.

He was not like the other 
three multi-millionaires, conservative, cautious and 
slow in his operations, On the contrary, he was 
dashing and in a way as big a plunger as Thomas 
W. Lawson. But he made few mistakes.

Until you can change human nature, al- 
though the wealth of the United States doubles 
every twenty years.and that of Great Britain every 
thirty-three years, although the accumulated wealth 
of each country runs up into billions; yet, an it 
was in the days of the Rabbi of Bethlehem, so it 
will be until the angel Gabriel biows his trumpet.

OTE ANNEXATION TOMORROW, 
Hollywood is knocking at the door of fair Los 

Angeles for admission into ovr municipal family. 
However much the suburb has to gain by admis-

higher by putting it in a perfectly safe institution 


managed by private capital. At the same time there 


are @ great nugber who lack business shrewdness, 


and they will be relieved from the foolish necessity 


of keeping their money in stovepipes and old stock- . 


The government savings bank is a better 
place than either of these receptacies, and while 
the money will be safe there instead of unsafe it 
will earn some interest. 

The President thinks these savings banks will 
gather in enough money perhaps to enable the gov- 
ernment to redeem a large portion of its outstand- 
ing bonds, If this is done without a sudden con- 
traction of the currency it will be very well. This 
will probably be the result. The accumulations of 
these banks will be slow and probably the process 
can be conducted without contracting the currency. 
Of course any contraction of currency means slow- 
ing up business. You might as well try to make a 
steam engine do its work with half the fuel as te 
keep business humming with a contraéted ‘per 
capita currency.

NEVADA CITY (Cal) Jan: 21.—

is said to approximate $400,000. The 
deal bas bees under negotiation for 
several months, but it was only a few 
days ago that a final agreement was 
reached a favorable conclusion and 
papers concluding the transaction 
signed, The new company will imme- 
diately take over the group and ar- 
rangement for the operation of the 
mines. on a comprehensive scale are

The Champion Gold Mines Company 
has been incorporated with a capital 
stock of $5,000,000, par value of stock 
$1, George M. Jacobs is president, 
George E. Fitzgerald, .vice-president, 
Harold H. Jacobs, treasurer and 
Charies De Vivier, secretary.

In the century so nearly 
fully covered by this career eloquence was a necessity 
| in the man who would reach the place of a leader. He 
lived among a people as highly educated, as able anv 


as disposed to exercise their reason as any people. The 
speaker who should sway such audiences must have the 
facts at his finger’s ends and be able to marshal them 
| in terse phrases, in well-ordered phalanxes, and hur! 
his arguments at the battlements of his opponents with 
/@ master mind. All ‘hese qualifications were Glad- 
| Stone’s in a very remarkable degree. The history and 
| literature of all ages, in all tongues, were his. Homer 
was his pastime; the Hebrew scriptures were woven 
| into the web and woof of his mind. Statesmanship was 
the serious business of his life. His years were all 
, passed in public life and the forum of political debate 
| Was as familiar to him as the garments with which he 
clothed his body. Ke was tireless in his application, 
and his robust constitution knew little of fatigue. He 
was resolute of spirit, never balked at a crisis, was at 
his best in such times, and when the strain was great- 
est he always was equal to its requirements. In an all- 
night debate when the fate of the government hung in 


— 


the balance, the eloquent expounder of political meas- 


ures, the intrepid party leader, was absolutely at his 
_ best. He was particularly invincible when the fiscal! 
affairs of the empire were in dispute, and when a grasp 
of financial principles was called for. He was the 
greatest government financier: of the century. He 
made a statement on public revenue, income and outgo, 
as luminous as a treatize on some important point in 
history, as fascinating as an essay on the myths of the 
time of Homer. 

Gladstone was a man of sincere devotion to what he 
thought to be true and right; he was a champien of hu- 
man liberty, a powerful advocate of fair play, tolerant 
of others’ views while insistent on his own. The wel- 
fare of the human race was near his heart. To an ar- 
dent American admirer Gladstone said when at the acme 
of his power that he felt sure at last that he had a 
mission. He said it was “to bridge over peaceably if 
possible the gap which separates that which has been 
from that which is to be.” 

We believe here ts the key to Gladstone’s career. His 
course is marked by the most remarkable tergiversa- 
tions, the most startiing change of view, of any noted 
public man of great ability, of honest purpose, who 
achieved great success and held his place for long years 
in modern times. His face-abouts would furnish les- 
sons in trimming to the most adroit, unserupulous poli- 
ticilan who ever beld his ear to the ground. 

Williathh Ewart Gladstone was Oxford's favorite son at 
the time “Tractarianism” was rhaking religious Eng- 
land in its deepest convictions. For Tory, high-church 
principles he was the champion. His first book was 
eloquent, but full of the most untenable grounds in favor 
of the union of church and state, and in favor of the 
state teaching theology as the highest function of gov- 
ernment. Of course the book assumes that the church 
which the state is to stand around and under is the 
Church of England, and that the theology to be spread 
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like good seed in a fruitful soil is best expressed in 
the XXXIX Articles. Yet this was the man who 
brought about the disestablishment of the church in Ire- 
land. That the English government had a right to im- 
pose Protestantism on the irish against the will of that 
people he had no doubt at 30, a point of view he de- 
parted from at 60. 

A champion in disguise of the Southern Confederacy 
during our Civil War in spite of negro slavery, he biew 
the loudest bugle blast of freedom of the century in be- 
half of Montenegro and Greece. He abandoned the first 
great war in the Transvaal of the English in Cape Col- 
From a rank Tory 
he became an advanced Radical in politics, and from a 
hidebound Protestant he turned to a tolerator of both 
nonconformists and Catholics. About the only point 
on which he was consistent was his views on Homer. 

It was by these sensational cnanges of front that he 
so often succeeded to the Premiership and successfully 
led public opinion in his time and country, ff a timely 
change of view to suit the occasion may be properly 
called leadership.

Gladstone’s memory is cherished more by the Irish 
whom he so deeply offended in his early career, because 
in the end be would give them home rule. The fate of 
freland in the future which he would hold as a satrapy 
in his youth and the separation of church and state 
(sure to come) against which he so strongly pleaded in 
his early days, will be the only important matters in 
which Gladstone's career will affect the new century.

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Convicts’ Garden of Eden. 
Prison life in Switzerland is a luxury instead of a 
punishment. The comic-opera goal at Thornburg, where 
the inmates did as they pleased, has only recently been 
suppressed by the Berne authorities, yet details are 
published today of-a similar institution at Sarnen, in 
the canton of Oswald. 


Sarnen is.apparently an ideal penal resort, for the 
happy criminals who are sentenced to terms of “deten- 
tion” in that institution have a far better time than 


earn their bread. 


A correspondent of a Lausanne paper states that he 
was passing through Sarnen when he saw a number of 
men, dressed in dark blue clothes with white stripes, 
walking about the village, smoking and joking. 


Others were seated in a café, and some were working 
in a leisurely manner, carrying bricks for the construc- 
tion of a new building. To his astonishment the cor- 
respondent found that the men were convicts from the 
cantonal prison close by. 


These convicts are permitted to leave the prison early 
in the morning and find work around Sarnen, or walk 
about the country until nightfall, when they return of 
their own accord to the prison. 

They are unaccompanied by warders, and there is noth- 
ing to prevent their escaping, but they are far too com- 
fortable to think of relinquishing their quarters, for 
they have as much liberty as other men, and are, more- 
over, fed and lodged for nothing. 

The money earned by those convicts who choose to 
work can be spent as they like. One convict, who is 
employed as a gardener by a local magistrate, sends his 
monthly salary to his wife and children. . 
Two or three convicts “escaped” some weeks ago, but 
they eventualy returned to the prison in a half-fam- 
ished condition, and after being severely reprimanded, 
they were allowed to return to their apartments. is 
One convict was discharged recently, after the com- ih 
pletion of his sentence, and he remained in Sarnen for it

How THE MISSIONARIES HAVE RovusED 
THE YELLOW GIANT. 


From Our Own Correspondent. 


HANGHAL—I want to tell you what the mission- 

aries are doing in China. Both Protestants and 

Catholics are the advance guard of the modern 
movement, the leaven which has started the great 
batch of Chinese dough to working. They were the first 
to stir up the dry bones of the celestial civilization, and 
they are now everywhere aiding in putting the flesh and 
blood of our western methods upon them. 


The missionaries have been laboring here for several 


25,000,000 communicants and a Christian community of 
over 100,000,000, This is one-fourth of the whole Chi- 
nese nation. I give these figures from missionary au- 
thorities and those of Protestant Christianity. The 
Roman Catholics could make a much better showing. 
School Work Among the Missions. 
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The great education movement which is now going 
on in China was started by the missionaries, and is 
largely carried on by them. Many of them are teaching 
in the Chinese government schools, and most of the text- 
books are of their composition. The first Chinese-Eng- 
lish dictionary was made by the first Protestant mis- 
sionary to China. This was the Rev. Robert Morrison, 
who arrived here in 1807. Im connection with Dr. Milne 
he also made the first Chinese Bible. It was Mr. Wylie 
of the London Mission who prepared the first Chinese 
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years ago, and at first made way but slowly. As far 
back as seventy years since they had only six communi- 
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>) OF CH only 2030. Ten years later their converts had in- 
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A Great Educational Work. 


But I started to speak about mission schools. They 
are to be found everywhere. There are boys’ schools 
and girls’ schools, and kindergartens for both sexes. 
There are primary schools, intermediate schools and 
high schools, as well as colleges of arts, medicine and 
theology. The Catholics have a university at Shanghai 
and a college and industrial school at Secawei, five 
miles from Shanghai, with fifty other schools near by, 
having an attendance altogether of 2750 pupils. They 
are doing some educational work in other cities, but as 
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along the lines of the new movement. 
the educational authorities of Tientsin wanted to intro- 
duce electro-plating into their industrial schools. They 
imported a costly apparatus from abroad, but could not 
make it work. They called upon Prof. Cole of the 
Y.M.C.A., who happened to be an expert on this very 
line. He put the apparatus into shape and has been 
conducting the classes with splendid success for two 
years. 

At present here at Shanghai and Tientsin bureaus of 
advice have been established for Chinese students going 
abroad. Here the young men can buy their tickets, 
learn all about the character and standing of the great 
colleges of America, England and Germany, and have 
letters of introduction which will help them on their 
way. 

Another striking illustration of the enterprise of these 
organizations was the assistance which the Chinese 
students got when they went to Japan. Just after the 
signing of the Portsmouth treaty between Russia and 
Japan the Chinese began to go to the latter country for 
study. They came at the rate of about 15,000 a year. 
They were away from home. and consequently easily 
reached by influence, good or bad. The Y.M.C.A. of 
Tokio received them with open arms. It got quarters 
for them, started classes in English, and had meetings 
at which from twelve to fifteen hundred were present 
at once. It exerted an enormous influence, and this is 
even now felt in China.

Doctor and Patient. 
THE HoTeL CLERK DISCUSSES THE 
ART OF HEALING.

GOT a kinder pecooliar feelin’ here,” complained 
the House Detective of the St. Reckiess, indicat- 
ing a point slightly south by sou’west of the fourth 
button of his waistcoat.

I should say it was a large private 
mine, with a _ free-milling vein of blue mass 
percolating through. He used to travel around the 
neighborhood with a cabinet full of his specimens feed- 
ing large, rugged nuggets to everybody who iooked sick 
and after that they had a perfectly good excuse for 
their looks. "Twas the next thing to being hit in the 
stomach with one of Col. Roosevelt's explosive bullets. 
I know now how the blood-sweating behemoth and-that 
quaint creature the eight-sided octogona and the bongo 
and the bunko and all the rest of those rare African 
animals feel when they get shot amidships with an ex- 
press rifle. I have only to recall] the days of my youth 
and the capsu‘es I used to take. that were almost long 
enough to run as a serial, and I can sympathize with 
the beasts of the African jungle.” 

“All that there line of talk ain’t helpin’ this pain in 
my side none,” said the House Detective. 

“I was coming to that,” said the Hotel Clerk. “I 
was just working up to the point of explaining that sci- 
ence has advanced to a stage where we put strong drugs 
into the discard and either treat you with edged tools 
and stoveine, which is advanced surgery, or else with 
mental applications which is advanced thought. You're 
in somewhat the same fix as the kid that couldn't keep 
from using slang tecause when he get a sensation as of 
cramps in his tumtum, his father, who was a surgeon, 
said ‘Cut it out,’ end his mother, who was a Christian 
Scientist. said ‘Forget it,” and his Uncle Henry, who 
was an osteopath, said ‘Beat it,’ and his Aunt Mary, whe 
was a vegetarian, said ‘Cheese it.’ 

“You see, Larry, there's no middle ground for a con- 
servative person to stand on any more with his symp- 
toms. We've got one school of higher medicine that 
believes in opening up the subject all the way from the 
Adam’s apple to the instep as a preliminary to ascertain- 
ing what’s the matter with him, if anything. You faint 
on the street and you come to in a hospital to find a 
keen-faced scientist leaning over you, greasing a saw, 
while an assistant is charting out the most desirable 
cuts on your frame with a piece of blue plumber’s 
chalk. That is, if you've been lucky you come to in 
time. If the coma persists, you recover consciousness 
a few days later with a kind of hollow, empty feeling in- 
side which is more or less justified because the maior- 
ity of your vital organs are already over at the museum 
in bottles for the students to look at and make per- 
sonal remarks about. Or you fail to recover conscious- 
ness altogether and the florist down at the corner gets 
a contract for an appropriate funeral design consisting 
of a tuberoge column sawed through in the middle. The 
drawbacks to this system are that you can’t keep your 
inne: most secrets to yourself, because everybody around 
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the hospital gets to know ‘em, and then, too, you so fn» 
quently suffer from exposure.

After a surgeon has removed your arm at the shoulder 
you'll never suffer from hang nails or coupon thumb — 
again. But it does seem at times a trifle radical, and I 
hate the thought that all my medical friends size up my 
increasing plumpness with the thought that here's a 
thing that ought to be looked into right away. 

“And then there’s mental treatment. You think you 
have a thing—and you have it. Then you think you 
don't have it—and of course you don’t. It’s very simple. 
If you could only do your think-you-don'’ts before you 
do your think-you-do’s, you'd be so healthy that it 
would be a positive shame. But the trouble with this 
lies in making a choice. To the New Thoughters, all 
the rhythmic breathers are persona au gratin. as the 
French say, and a rhythmic breather has nothing but 
the low derisive sniff for all the members of the opposi- 
tion cults whatsoever. They don’t care for the East 
Indian Yogis—who are no kin to the Swiss yodlers, al 
though equally noisy at times—and the Yogis don’t care 
for the Free Healers, and I suppose the Free Healers look 
down on the Menthol Healers and all the other brands 
of heelers.

| consumed, for purposes of illumination, 14,262 kilowatt 


hours’ worth of electricity, and for power an additional 
1390 kilowatt hours. The bill for electricity used in the 
White House during the last fiscal year was $3786. 
Lieut. U. 8S. Grant of the army, who is superintendent 
of the State, War and Navy building, keeps the account, 
and sends it every three months to Col. Crosby, who 
settles it by check

three huge dynamos, and furnaces like those of a great 
ocean steamship. From this source a supply of “juice” 
_is furnished to run all the lights in the immense office 
building, as well as in various annexes of the three de- 
partments. On one side of the dynamo-room is an 
enormous switchboard, one panel in which controls the 
current for the White House. 

Up to eight years ago the officer in charge of the dy- 
namo-room was continually in a state of anxiety lest 
something might happen to interfere with the White 
House lights. A failure of current, due to some acci- 
dent, might in an instant put out every incandescent 
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cotta tube, passing beneath Executive avenue (as the 
U-shaped street that runs around the President’s dwell- 
ing is called.) and entering the basement of the busi- 
ness annex of the White House. There it is split up 
into several small cables, all of which are governed by a 
switchboard under Mr. Taft's office. One of these ca- 
bles lights the annex, and operates electric fans in 
summer. The others pass on to the White House 
proper, a distance of 180 feet, through a concrete conduit 
large enough for a man to walk through, stooping. 
This conduit also contains drain pipes and heating pipes. 

The cables that pass on to the White House carry a 
light circuit and a power circuit. The latter runs to a 
motor in the basement, which operates the electric ele- 
vator, and also a pump that carries water to a tank in 
the attic. This tank is kept full in order that it may 
render the pressure of water throughout the mansion 
uniform at all times. As for the elevator (which is in 
constant use by members of the President's household,) 
it is so ingeniously contrived that even a little child 
can run it in safety—all that is’ necessary being to 
touch the buttons marked, 1, 2, 3, 4, according to the 
floor one wishes to reach. It may be called to any floor 
by like means. 

The light current, just before it enters the mansion, 
is distributed from a switchboard to three minor 
switchboards, which govern the electric lamps in differ- 
ent parts of the house. Mechanically speaking, the ar- 
rangement is very complex, but its operation is exceed- 
ingly simple. Under ordinary circumstances Mr. Hoo- 
ver, the head usher, and his assistants attend to all the 
business of turning on the lights and putting them out. 
It is only on important occasions—as, for example, at 
an evening reception—that Mr. Riley, the chief electri- 
cian, is on hand to see that everything is all right in 
his department. 

The 2000 lights at the White House are all of them in- 
candescent electric lamps, of high power—large num- 
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bers of them of thirty-two candle power. In the east 
room, which is the greatest center of illumination, 
there are three huge cut-glass electroliers, with 100 
lamps in each—these being supplemented by four great 
golden candelabra, one in each corner, and holding fif- 
teen lights apiece.

MISSOURI TURKEY DRIVE. 
How Birps AREFED AHD CARED For-—CAtci 
Ine WILD TURKEYS. 


{St. Louis Globe-Democrat:] Tame turkeys raised ix 
Southern Missouri are often driven in on foot in large 
droves, from 2000 to 5000 or even more being driven for 
miles, sometimes as far as fifty miles. '* is much eas- 
ier to drive them than many wouia think, and it is con- 
siderably cheaper than loading them on the cars for 4 
short trip. A few experienced turkey drivers can easily 
manage a big bunch of birds, but when a stampede does 
take place, it is something to be remembered. The 
birds run and fiy in every direction, and it is with the 
greatest difficulty that they are finally rounded up. 


The turkeys while on the move must be fed enough 
but not too much. If they are hungry, they are liable 
to fly over into some near-by corn field and literally 
cover the shocks, helping themselves to the corn and 
flying or running to another shock just as soon as they 
are driven away from the first. If fed too much, the 
birds become dumpy and will not drive well. In driv- 
ing through a timbered country one of the greatest diffi- 
culties comes in keeping the turkeys out of the trees, 
especially when darkness approaches. When the tur- 
keys can be driven no longer, a suitable grove is se- 
lected in which to let them roost for the night. 

It is an interesting sight to see a big flock of tur- 
keys, bronze, slate, white and biack, driven along & 
country road. Each year thousands of turkeys are 
driven into Springfield, Bolivar, Lebanon and other 
Missouri towns. The turkeys driven into the larger 
centers may have been picked up at a dozen inland 
towns, the merchants having in turn bought them from 
several hundred different farmers, their turkey-buying 
days having been arranged to fit in with the drives an- 
nounced a week or more ahead. 

Turkeys seem to “just grow up” on the hills and in 
the narrow valleys of Southern Missouri, where the 
spring days are generally warm and where the charac- 
ter of the soil is such as to dry out readily after a rain. 

In the more sparsely-settled mountain districts, tur- 
key raisers are still troubled somewhat by wild tur- 
keys calling off the tame birds, the tame turkeys read- 
ily taking up with the ones in the woods. The loss in 
this way is about offset, though, by the occasional 
catching of a flock of wild turkeys that have followed 
the tame birds into the barn lot or roosting pens. 

Years ago, large numbers of wild turkeys were often 
caught In rail pens covered with brush. A “lead” of 
shelled corn was scattered along through the brush and 
fallen leaves to the pen, the entrance to which was 
through a hole or tunnel under the bottom rail, The 
turkeys, with their heads down and picking up the 
corn as they went, would walk right into the trap. 
Once in, they would never look down for the hole 
through which they had entered, but would go restiessly 
from side to side of the pen, sticking their heads out 
between the rails, but unable to get their bodies 
through. This performance was kept up until the 
trapper came and took charge of his prisoners. 

Wild turkey meat is a little coarse, but is finely fla- 
vored. In the opinion of most people who have tried 
it there is no finer meat than a half-grown wild tur- 
key rightly roasted. About it there is a certain wild 
flavor not found in any other game, not even a young 
prairie chicken. A few wild turkeys are still offered on 
the markets, but each succeeding season sees them be- 
come scarcer. Strange to say, though, hunters report 
them more plentiful in a few secluded sections of the 
State than they were a few years ago.

t ROMANTIC STORY OF SAN PEDRO Y 
SAN PABLO DEL BICUNYER.

A SCANT two miles south of the great Laguna Dam 


on the California side of the Colorado River, a 

low, flat ridge juts out from ‘the mountain range 
paralleling the river. There is nothing particularly 
striking about. the ridge, and the passer-by would 
hardly give it a second glance. 

A person trained to observe might notice that the 
ridge is the first site offering a view of the surrounding 
bottoms, and yet close to the water from the viewpoint 
of a party coming up the river. Below it the rich bot- 
tom lands of the Colorado spread out for miles and the 
person faring horth makes his way through clumps of 
mesquite and occasional willows, covering the rich over- 
flow lands. 

Another fact thai might be noticed is that the ridge 
marks the boundary of the gold-bearing country—be- 
low it the lands of the Colorado bottoms, above the yel- 
low, treeless, rocky hills that the "49’ers fairly swept 


of the ruins being those of some Spanish mission is 
one rarely occuring to the amateur archeologist. 

Two or three years before the farmers at Lexington 
rose in their wrath and drove the red-coat British col- 
umn back into Boston and before Bunker Hill had been | 
immortalized, a meek, mild-mannered Spanish, priest of 
the Franciscan order walked all over the Apache country 
of Arizona, the deserts between the Colorado and the 
California coast and the unexplored region lying east 
of the Tulare Lake. Without arms or companions, often 
without food, he wandered about among Indians that 
later took Uncle Sam’s best officers and the pick of his 
Indian-fighting cavalry regiments to subdue. The only 
difficulty the good friar Garces experienced in his trav- 
els was in the too-great affection of the tribes to whom 
he preached and the consequent unwillingness on their 
part to allow him to leave them. . 

Among the best friends of Garces—and strangely 
enough the people who afterward killed him—were the 
Indians living along the Colorado from the present site 
of the Laguna Dam to the country of the Cocopas south 
of the present international boundary line. These 
Yumas, as they called themselves, impressed the priest 
as being the finest of the savage people among whom 
he wandered for years. The idea of founding a mission 
among them and bringing them to the ways of right- 


eousness took possession of him and was later embodied 
in his report to his superiors in the Franciscan order. 
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the white men on the Colorado was dead.

yards wide. It rises sixty feet above the level of the 
bottom lands, with steeply-sloping sides. From its 
level surface can be seen the green plain of the Colo- 
rado lands, the river itself, its yellow, murky floor creep- 
ing along between willow-lined banks, and beyond it, 
the mountains of Arizona. The road north barely finds 
room to squeeze between the end of the ridge and the 
river. All through the mesquite clumps stand the shacks 
of the Yumas, who have occupied the bottoms along the 
great river since times unchronicled. . 


That the ridge has a ghost story hardly seems pos- 


- gible. Ghosts are supposed to inhabit old houses or 


churchyards, while the ridge lies bare and yellow in 
the desert sunshine. Yet no Yuma wil) venture upon it 
after dusk and no Yuma wil) discuss it or admit any 


diers or the priests traveling to and fro, and from the 
many promises of the Spanish received the firm impres- 
sion that the Spanish were enormously rich and that a 
mission among them meant unlimited amounts of the 
Indian good things of life. 


A chuckle-headed Spanish officer, depending on the 
security of Garces’ travels among the Yumas and for- 
getting the expectations of the childish people from any 
Spanish that came to live among them, ordered that 
two missions be established among the Yumas.

The river end of the ridge is covered with old posts— 
so old that one may pick them to pleces without trouble. 
Their tops are charred, although the weather has almost 
effaced the mark of the fire. The posts stand in rows 
and the rows make up squares that look much the size 
of the rooms of the adobe houses down in Yuma. In 


most of the squares of the old posts the ground {s torn | 


up and thrown in heaps as though gold diggers had been 
working there. In places the posts have been torn out 
and the squares are broken. In others the old timbers 
are worn off level with the ground. They range from 
six inches to a foot in thickness, and have obviously 
been brought some distance, as nothing in the adjacent 
bottoms in the tree line could be cut into posts of the 
size of those on the ridge. 

By digging here and there, the curious one may dis- 
cover fragments of bones and of pottery of a curious and 
unfamiliar finish. The posts are old, there can be no 
doubt of that. A few miles up the river, at 
Holes, where the California end of 
hung, are several old adobe huts, built 
ers of the "50's, but the timbers in 
as little like the crumbling ones down on the ridge as 
new timbers would be. The pottery is not 
por is it of the present Mexican pattern. The bones, the 
oroken pottery and the burnt posts, all indicate a tragedy 
years before, but the thought of the early Spanish padres 
and their work rarely enters the mind of the person 
pondering on the strange ruins. “Mission” to the av- 
erage person carries with it the iden of long, low, white 
huildings, with many a grace’s) 
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that of a village preacher of the present day. 


The towns or missions were founded three leagues 
apart. The site of one of them is known beyond dis- 
pute—the present site of the Yuma Indian School, across 
the river from the town of Yuma, Ariz. The position 
of the other mission has been impossible to determine 
accurately from the evident error of an ancient Spanish 
chronicler, Arricivita, in stating that the mission was 
founded three leagues “Down the river” from the first 
one. Down the river is in the bottom lands, overflowed

LOOMSBURY! How wunromantic that word 

sounds to the majority of people, to whom it 

speaks merely of boarding-houses and a general 
atmosphere of decayed gentility. It is only to the lover 
of London that Bloomsbury appeals, with her historic 
squares and houses haunted by the memories of an un- 
forgettable past. Probably no other district in the 
whole of the great city has such honorable associations 
in respect of the famous men and women whose art 
was the glory of their age and is the glory of ours. A 
mild Bohemianism still lingers in her thoroughfares, | 
and even today one might imagine Dante Rossetti, in 
wide-brimmed hat and flapping cloak, stamping along 
through quiet alleys on his way to Red Lion Square, 
to hobnob with Morris and Rossetti and Holman Hunt, 
at No. i7, the home of the pre-Raphaelite Brotherhood. 
Hére Millais lived, and Lawrence, while in Upper Gower 
street Darwin had his home. Carlyle, Dickens and Rus- 
kin, Leech, Thackeray, and George Augustus Sala are 
but a few of the long list. In Marchmont street lived 
Shelley and Mary Godwin: in a little back bedroom in a 
gloomy little house in Torrington Square Christina Ros- 
setti lay uncomplaining for many a long year, and, gaz- 
ing past the dingy roofs and smoking chimneys, saw in 
| rapt vision a glorious country far away in the sunset. 
Almost as real as these is “M. F. H. Jorrocks,” whom 
one well might fancy trotting off to his city warehouse 
from his home in Great Coram street, or setting out 
for Handley Cross, with Belinda and “the Missus.” 
Here lived old Osborne and Sedley, and many another 
character of famous fiction. Who can call Bloomsbury 
unromantic? fhe plane-tree-shaded streets are 
thronged with the ghosts of long ago; they come thick 
and fast, they press close upon one another’s heels, cre- 
ators and created—unromantic, forsooth! 


The Field of the Forty Footsteps. 


The Poet and 1 wandered through Bedford Square on 
our way to the British Museum. It was a dull, chill 
afternoon,’and the trees in the garden drooped leafiess 
and melancholy beneath a leaden sky. Puddles glit- 
tered steel-gray on the paths and the bushes were wet 
from recent rains. “I remember a legend of Bedford 
Square,” began the Poet, without further introduction,

Sedgemoor. brothers lived in a great house back- 
ing on the fleldsfand they both fell in love with the 
same lady. And she would not decide in either’s favor, 
but played one off against another till one night they 
quarreled bitterly about her; the one swearing that he 
would have her, and the other that he should not. They 
would have fallen to, but that those present kept them 
apart. Then the lady bade them fight the matter out in 
the fields in her presence that very night, and she her- 
self would be the conqueror’s prize. So they set out 
by moonlight for the dreary wasteland, and drew swords 
on one another with never a soul to see but the 
shrouded lady sitting on a great stone. And there they 
faught in the dim light like fiends in their fury, till the 
grass became @il trampled and bloody as they circled 
round one another. How i028 they, fought none may 
know, but at last one brother drove his eword deep into | 
the other’s breast—while the she-devil watched coldly / 
from her stone. Then he drew his sword from out the ' 
wound and tottered with it in his hand toward the 
woman. ‘ ‘Mine!’ he cried, and the legend says, stabbed 
her again and again.

By the time the Poet had finished his tale of Bedford 
Square we had arrived opposite the main entrance of 
the British Museum. The great national treasure-house 
loomed over the wide forecourt, its great bulk black- 
ened as if by the passing of centuries. As we passed, 
a number of pigeons rose fluttering from the grass and 
sought refuge in the pediment over the vast colonnade | 
with which the building is fronted. 


A visit to the Museum is always instructive, if not 
from a purely esthetic or historical point of view, at 
least from that of the student of human nature. In 
time, one learns to divide the visitors into two classes, 
habituals and casuals. That white-haired old man who 
is doddering in behind us is a habitual. There is a 
packet of dog’s-eared papers under one arm, and the 
left-hand pocket of his great coat bulges in 
manner. He is going off to the library; 
under his arm are the first chapters of 
on life in Neolithic times, which has been

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tea. Pale, worn men and women, ink-stained and grimy 
some of them, the library is their bourne. There it ir 
warm and cosy; there they can dose or browse over the 
pleasant pages of some old favorite in peace; there they 
can munch their biscuits or sandwiches and satisfy all 
those needs they can ever hope to satisfy until] it is 
time to go home to bed or to die. 


The other class of museum habitué is the art student. 
You may see many of them in the sculpture galleries 
penciling in the exquisite lineaments of some great god- 
dess, foam-born Aphrodité for preference, or the chaste 
huntress. They pervade the place: a young lady in the 
dowdy blouse, which distinguishes art as plainly as if 
it were a distinctive badge, is lecturing a number of 
long-haired men and fuzzy-locked damsels upon the 
Grecian brow, illustrating her remarks by prodding the 
forehead of an annoyed deity. A number of elderly 
spinsters in Tyrolean hats are seated on camp stools 
and sketching—in a mid-Victorian way—having noth- 
ing else better to do. As for the casuals, they comprise 
every sort of person under the sun, including those you 
would expect to see and those you would not—and the 
last are in the majority. . 

But the Poet and I had a definite object in view, and 
we passed up the great stone stairs and through treas- 
ure chamber after treasure chamber in our quest. In a 
corner of the first Egyptian room our pilgrimage came 
to an end. There, hidden from sight by a little crowd, 
stood the coffin lid of the unknown, mysterious priestess 
of Amen-Ra. There, gaped at by open-mouthed men 
and women, was the Thing whose possession seems to 
have brought a curse along with it—death mysterious 
and reasonless, and misfortune as terrible as apparently 
undeserved. Is there any one who can remain un- 
impressed by the story of the curse of the priesteses—of 
the oft-repeated vengeance of the Lady of the College 
of Amen-Ra? London has seethed with excitement as 
another and yet another name has been added to the 
list of the victims of her anger.

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HEREDITY AND BREEDING. 


A GLANCE AT A SOMEWHAT COMPLI- 
CATED SUBJECT. 


By Henry W. Kruckeberg. 
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E know something of heredity, enough to know 
that it is a giant which one generation infiu- 
. ences but little. We have to take heredity as we 
find it, and build upon it by future generations. Ob- 
serving visible structures, and discerning habits of 
fowls does not reveal the genetic properties of them. 
Fowls pure-bred to like must produce pure-bred off- 
spring; hence to breed with the best possibilities, one 
should use pure-bred fowls. How will he know them? 
The breeders of pure-breds keep records of generations 
back many years, and can show them to a buyer. The 
longer the records the better the bird, we used to think, 
and there is certainly nothing dangerous in being pure. 
There is no economy in breeding mongrels, because one 
never knows what the offspring will be. We can better 
the inheritance of chicks by careful breeding today. 
Francis Galton, an English scientist, in 1897 pub- 
lished a noted law of heredity, which set forth that the 
total heritage of an offspring being taken as unity the

parents on an average contribute one-half, the grand- 
parents one-fourth and the great-grandparents one- 
eighth. This “law” was respectfully accepted by the 
scientific world generally, until 1900, when tlie forgot- 
ten treatise on heredity by Gregor Mendel, an Austrian 
priest of the Augustinian house of St. Thomas, in 
Brunn, was rediscovered as it were by the publication 
of three papers in the spring of that year by de Vries, 
Correno and Tschermak, in each of which the essence 
of Mendelism was again put forth. Prof. Bateson of 
the University of Cambridge, England, states in his 
work on Mendelism, that each of these men with indi- 
vidual endeavor had discovered the same laws of hered- 
ity in special way, which Mendel had offered the saci- 
entific world in 1866 and which interested but few sci- 
entists at that time. Prof. Bateson states concerning 
the Galton Law of Heredity that his formula should 
in all probability be looked upon rather as an occa- 
sional consequence of the actual laws of heridity than 
in any proper sense one of those laws." 

Expert breeders of poultry back in the sixties had ex- 
perience in common with Galton, and IL. K. Feich issued 
a breeding chart for line breeding, which is published 
today as a scientific starting for breeders. By the 
Felch system, the offspring of a mating of a pure-bred 


cording to Mendel they may be, one may be, or none: 
may have the half and half. It is not like mixing 
quantitative things, and it is very hard to get evi- 
dence that it is not. The made breeds show the work- 
ing of heredity better than the old pure breeds, because 
the longer a cock or hen has been bred to a certain 
type, the more certain he or she is to give like in off- 
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spring. Heredity reinforces the present fowl. Anda- 
lusians show up genetic probabilities better than any 
other breed because of their color. If one breed a pure- 
bred Anaalusian cock and hen, blue to blue, only about 
one-half the chicks are blue, while one-fourth are 
black and one-fourth white or nearly white, yet all are 
pure-bred and a legal output of blue fowls. To breed 
the blues again and throw out the blacks and whites, 
invites the same results which is obliged by law to 
come, the sire and hen not being responsible in ap- 
pearance of their genetic possibility. The blue color 
cannot assert itself alone, being, as Mendelism puts it, 
a “recessive factor.” Breed a pure-bred Andalusian 
cock and a pure-bred Andalusian hen, a black to a 
white, or vice versa, and all the chicks will come blue, 
with nothing to indicate that parents induced the color. 
Cross-breeding black and white fowls brings blue 
birds. Breed the pure-bred black Andalusians and the 
chicks come true in color to parental color, and 
whites bred give white chicks. If parent fowls 

divide in color of offspring they cannot divide in essen- 
tial structure of them. Hence the Felch chart can no 
longer be considered scientific, but a grand 
grand fellow, highly deserving in the history 
Past glories have induced the present. 


If it discourages the novice to consider 
chart and anticipate an elaborate book-keeping of num- 
bered leg bands, it would drive him out of business to 
contemplate a study of heredity with Mendel, and is 
not at all necessary to success.

A Successful Fireless Brooder. 


fireless brooder. That “a heated brooder without a 
lamp” is a consideration goes without saying. Such a 
contrivance, if sucessful, appeals not only to our sense 
of economy, but also of convenience. We show here- 
with an illustration of a fireless brooder, the invention 
of William Weaver of this city, who has used it with 
marked success in his own yards. It is a simple con- 
trivance, two feet square, sufficiently large to accom- 
modate fifty to sixty chicks up to the time of leaving 
the brooder. A wooden frame about eighteen inches 
square, four inches from the floor, supporting a felt 
blanket which rests upon the backs of the chicks, con- 
stituting the hover. Around the edge of this hover and 
two and a half inches from the wall of the brooder are 
suspended strips of felt allowing the chicks, when too 
warm under the hover, cooler quarters and still have a 
little heat. Between the double floors is inserted a gal- 
vanized iron containing tank filled with hot water which 
furnishes heat for the brooder. Directly above the 
tank an opening is cut in the floor which is covered 
with screen and cloth preventing the heavy layer of 
sand placed in the brooder from sifting in and around 
the hot-water tank. This brooder with its hot water 
container furnishing heat and the windows located on 
three sides overcomes an objectionable feature experi- 
enced with fireless brooders, viz.: the troublesome task 
of driving or putting the chicks in the brooder for sev- 
eral days before they wil) enter of their own accord. 
Sand makes the best nesting material for brooders, 
and should be screened daily in order to enable its re- 
peated use, and at the same time removing the drop- 
pings. 

Fall and Winter Layers. 


Charles Stevens of Etiwanda believes he has solved, 
at least In a measure, the way to secure winter-laying 
hens. In brief, his theory is as follows, to which he 
asks discussion on the part of The Times’ contingent 
of readers interested in poultry culture:

Sleeping Volcanoes of Central Africa. 

It is not very generally known that right in the heart 
of Africa, at the southern end of Lake Albert Edward, 
is a great range Of yolcanoes. They are eight in num- 
ber, and, though it is true that, unlike Ruwenzori, they 
carry no permanent snow, the highest peak is over 14,000 
feet in height. These volcanoes are particularly inter- 
esting on account of their comparative newness. Run- 
ning through the middie of Africa there is a trench 
many hundred miles long, in which lie the great lakes 
Albert, Albert Edward, Kivu, and Tanganyika. 


Not very many thousands of years ago the volcanoes, 
generally called Mfumbiro, burst up through the middle 
of this trench and made a dam across it, with the re- 
sult.that some of the water which formerly flowed into 
Lake Albert Edward and so into the Nile was cut 
off and a lake was formed behind the dam. As time 
went on, the waters in the lake, which is now called 
Kivu, rose higher and higher until, not being able to 
flow over the barrier of the volcanoes, they formed the 
Ruisi River, which runs the other way into Tanganyika, 
about a hundred miles d‘stant. Of the eight volcanoes, 
only two show signs of activity at the present time, in 
the form of thin wisps of steam which may occasionally 
be seen; but a vast plain of lava, with a wide black 
stream curling through its midst, showed where a for- 
midable eruption had taken place only two or three

| SODOM AND GOMORRAH. 


HEAD OF YALE EXPEDITION TO PALESTINE SAYS 
HE HAS VERIFIED THE BIBLE STORY. 


Ellsworth Huntington, head of the recent Yale expe- 
dition to Palestine, declares that he has verified the 
Bible story of Sodom and Gomorrah. 

“Hundreds of pages,” he says in Harper’s Magazine, 
“have been written to prove that the story is a myth, 
or that the ancient towns were destroyed by the burst- 
ing forth of oil wells like those of Texas or Baku, which 
sometimes are ignited and burn for days. Other hun- 
dreds of pages have been devoted to proving that Sodom 
and Gomorral. were or were not at the north end of the 
Dead Sea, and that they were or were not buried under 
the saline deposits at either end of the lake. 

“Among recent writers there seems to be a tendency 
to believe that Sodom and its sister town were probably 
located at the south end of the lake, where the name 
Usdum is thought to represent Sodom, and where Arab 
tradition now locates the ill-fated cities. The means of 
their destruction are believed to have been the oi] wells 
mentioned above. This rather unsatisfactory conclusion 
has been adopted largely because it has been supposed 
that no volcano is located in such a position that it 
could have borne any part in the story. 

“According to the story in Genesis, Lot and Abraham 
were at Bethel, ten miles ‘north of Jerusalem, when their 
herdsmen quarreled and they decided to separate. ‘And 
Lot lifted up his eyes, and beheld all the Plain of the 
Jordan, that it was well watered everywhere, before Je- 
hoyah destroyed Sodom and Gomorrah, like the garden 
of Jehovah, like the land of Egypt, as thou goest unto 
Zoar. So Lot chose hi mall the Plain Jordan.” 

“Then the story goes on to the time when ‘Jehovah 
rained upon Sodom and upon Gomorrah brimstone and 
fire from Jehovah out of heaven’ while Lot fied to the 
near town of Zoar. He did not stay there jong, but 
‘went out of Zoar and dwelt in the mountain—in a cave.’ 

“Having freshly read the story and having looked 
over the strong arguments for locating the town south 
of the Dead Sea and for believing them to have been 
destroyed by something fn the nature of bituminous out- 
bursts, ! was taken by surprfse when I visited the little 
ruin of Suweimeh and picked up bits of genuine scori- 
aceous lava, while the sheikh who acted as -uide told 
the story of Sodom as the story of Suweimeh or Suweim. 
The name may be a corruption of Sodom. 

“I went {nto the mountains at once from Suweim in 
order to see where the lava came from. As we climbed 
the lower hills the shefkh noticed that I picked up 
black pieces of lava and broke them open. 

“*Dont bother with those,’ he said. ‘Up here,’ point- 
ing southeast, ‘there is a whole mountain of black rock 
like that.’ 

“Not two miles from Suweim, along the line of the 
great fault which separates the Ghor from the plateau 
of Moab, we found the mountain, a genuine little vol- 
cano of very recent date geologically. From it flowed 


mentioned between Suweim and Ghuweir. The name 
Ghuweir is believed by many students to be a corruption 


diminutive of Ghor, meaning ‘Little Valley. 

“A late eruption of ashes from: the volcano may eas- 
ily have wrought havoc in a town located near Suweim. 
On the other hand Ghuweir lies in such a situation that 
it would be protected by intervening hills. 

“The present ruins of Ghuweir doubtless date from a 
time many hundred or even one or two thousand years 
after the days of Abraham and Lot. There is one work 
of man, however, which may go back to the period 
of the Patriarchs and which may have played a part in 
the Biblical narrative. 

“Near the head of the valley which leads eastward 
from Ghuweir up toward the plateau of Moab we dis- 
covered a carefully-excavated cave among the moun- 
tains at a place called El Ghuttar, between Abu Has- 
san and Beth Peor. It is about twenty feet long and fif- 
teen wide, carefully hewed out of the limestone above 
a spring. Two windows look down the wadi toward 
Zoar, and a door with a rock cut through to lead off the 
water of rains has been so located that it can be reached 
only by climbing a precipice by. means of six or eight 
little niches cut in the rock or by climbing down over 
some difficult steps in the rock above. 

“Nowhere else in this region is there known to be an 
artificial cave upon which any such care has been be- 
stowed as upon this. The discovery of the cave, to- 
gether with the volcano and the tradition of Suweimeh. 
supplies all the elements of the story of Sodom and 
Gomorrah in exactly the location where the Biblical 
account would lead one to expect them. | 

“The supposition that the climate vu. past times was 
different from that of today disposes of the difficulty 
which has arisen from the Scriptural reference to the 
fertility of the land. On the whole, the result of a 
strictly geographic study of the region tends to show 
that the biblical account is correct almost exactly as it 
stands. The fact that students of the highest ability 
have been in such doubt as to the location of Sodom 
and Gomorrah shows how imperfectly the Ghor and the 
shores of the Dead Sea have been explored.”

Growing Cotton. 


— 


CORRESPONDENT under the signature of “Semi- 

arid” writes me some interesting and novel facts 
about cotton growing in the Colorado River Delta. He 
says: 

“When I first settled ia this semi-arid country, I was 
impressed with the need of more diversity of crops than 
was being grown in a commercia! way, and was con- 
stantly on the lookout for information that would lead 
me to believe a greaver diversity possible. I believe in 
this way I have been the means of establishing three 
commercial crops that have proved and will continue 
to prove paying. Two of these are cotton and Burmuda 
onions. 

“In 1904 I planted a 50-cent package of Burmuda on- 
jon seed. Two years later this onion was going out of 
this valley at the rate of 100 cars a season, and it is 
now pioving one of our best commercial crops. 


“Three years ago I obtained a few cotton seed, and 
it did so remarkably well I saw at once we had another 


= 


ing 31,009,000 acres, and producing about 13,000,000 bales 
of 500 pounds each, fully equal to the world’s demand at 
about 19 cents a potind. But with the ravages of the 
boll weevil, and the Department of Axriculture’s en- 
couraging the southerners to take up truck farming and 
growing more crops that can be consumed at home the 
result Is that only about 10,000,000 bales were produced 
in the South. There are about seventy-five foreign 
countries producing cotton with an annual crop of from 
a few bales each to Egypt's over a million bales and In- 


dia’s over 3,000,000 annually, making a grand total of 


ca about 20,000,000 bales. Witi such a shortage, it is up 
to us to help them out, and the future outlook is good 
for a still greater shortage. 


“After my first experiment with cotton growing here, 
| looked about to find where I could obtain some good 
seed for a larger trial. I was receiving regularly the 
Arizona Experiment Station bulletins. I received one 
day in the winter of 1908 a small bulletin describing the 
variety of Egyptian cotton that the Bureau of Fant In- 
dustry was growing, and producing about a bale to the 
acre, and the lint cotton was worth about 9 to 11 cents 
more per pound than the southern. As our climatic 
conditions were about the same as Arizona’s, | was im- 
pressed with the possibilities of this variety of cotton’s 
making a commercial crop, and while I was a little sus- 
picious that the ¢epartment had not made a thorough 
test, and retaining the pure seed year after year as their 

_bulletin stated, I believed it was worth a trial. If it 
proved good, I was going to plant twenty acres in 1909, 
even if there was no gin this side of Texas. 


“The Bureau of Plant Industry sent me three pounds 
of seed and a little later one pound more. From that 
planting I grew and disposed of $84 worth of cotton, 
and have about $18 worth more of the crop on hand, and 
have receipts showlng where I made the sales, making 
the first time to my knowledge that cotton sold com- 
mercially in California. After I grew the crop, I saw I 
could not send it all the way back to Texgg to nave it 
ginned, so the thought stryck me, Why not make a small 
gl, attae the style of the early settlers who grew cot- 
ton? I had been in the South several years, and was ac- 
quainted with many people who had heard their grand- 


parents describe the first gins built—small roller gins 
that would in the winter evenings give out quite an 
ameount for the women folks to card and upin. With the 
help of that information and of a southern friend who 
wos staying with us, I built a roller gin with a capacity 
of about fifty pounds of seed cotton per day, and it did 


most excellent work. I think some day I wiil put it on 
exhibition. 


“But on ginning this cotton, we found we had half 
Egyptian and half southern. It was practically worth- 
lesa. as a commercial crop. But regardless of what vari- 
ety it was, it plainly showed that we could grow cotton, 
and the growing of about 1000 bales this year shows that 
we have another commercial crop. With the growing 
of this staple will come cotton mills, oil mills and by- 
products that wiil be worth many thousands to South- 
ern California.

Can the Cockerels. 


PROPOS of the old joke which made California peo- 

ple in the years of a big fruit crop “eat what we can 
and can what we can’t,” comes now the serious propo- 
sition that we may profitably do the same thing with 
surplus vcockerels—that is, can them. One writes that 
when his cull cockerels get large enough to suit him he 
dresses and cans enough to last about a year for his 
family use. The roosters cut up, boiled and then 
packed in two-quart cans, all air spaces being filled 
with gravy. Then the cans are closed, just as in put- 
ting up fruit. This plan has a number of advantages. 
In the first place a day or two is given to the 
job, and it is done for the season. Again one does not 
have to board the roosters until such a time as they 
may be wanted to eat, and one has spring chickens the 
year around. And then, perhaps, the greatest gain is 
that the chickens are always ready for an emergency. 
When company comes a half-hour or so before dinner, 
since they began to can chickens, it never worries them. 
—([Fancier. 


Food Value of Nuts. 


CIENTISTS have been studying the effect of animal 

food upon the human system, and some have come to 
the conclusion that many of the diseases to which man 
is heir come direct from eating animal food. A Ger- 
man scientist advances the theory that children fed 
upon meat become quarrelsome, {ll-natured and disposed 
to fight, taking on animal instincts with the habit of 
an animal diet. 


Sclentific investigation has opened our eyes to many 
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evils of which our forbears never dreamed. The dis- 
eases of animals, which were little known, their effect 
‘upon the human system when taken into the stomach, 
and recent investigations into the quality of meats put 
on the market together with the work of health officials, 
conduce to make one a little chary of accepting meats 
exposed for sale on the public markets. 


For these evils there is a remedy—the use of nuts, 
which are among the best and most wholesome food | 
products known to science. They average from 50 to 
70 per cent. fat and from 15 to to 33 per cent. proteids 
therefore if measured by their chemical food values. 
as a natura! substitute for meats, they are superior, for 
po other reasons than their purity and cleanliness. 


However, that which makes nuts such an excellent 
article of food is that their nutritive elements are al- 
most perfectly proportioned, that is to say, a normal 
body requires so much water, proteids, carbohydrates, 
mineral salts and fat to sustain it healthfully each .

found more correctly proportioned, according to the re- , 
quirements of the body, than in any other article of food 
known to chemists. .

Plants in Hills. 


LL seedlings which it is desirable to grow in groups 

or hills are very neatly and safely handled by Mr. 
Adams by the use of inverted sods in connection with 
his hot box already described. About the first of April, 
in Napa Valley (it may be done earlier in many parts 
of the State,) he takes soas of native growth six inches 
square and four inches deep, or he grows in seed boxes 
alfalfa sods, which will form sufficiently in six weeks 
from sowing the seed. He makes a temporary floor of 
old boards and places it on top of the packed manure 
of his hot box. The inverted sods are then packed 
closely on this floor with the grass gathered in nicely 
under each sod. Exactly in the middle of each inverted 
sod thrust a small stick, and after scarifying each sod 
thoroughly an inch or two in depth with an old case- 
knife, carefully put over the whole bed two inches of 
rich compost, made of fine creek sand and decayed sods 
@ year or two old, mixed with fine sweepings from: the 
cow yard gathered in summer and protected from win- 
ter rains. Tamp this prepared soil pretty firmly with 
the back of a hoe, and plant the seeds an inch or so in 
depth around each stick which serves to indicate the 
middie of each sod. Plant six to eight seeds in a hill. 
leaving finally three of the strongest plants. A box 
three by two feet will hold twenty-four sods. 


By this method Mr. Adams quickly gets a full family 
outfit ready to transplant in hills from one hot box. 
He finds two hills of cucumbers, six of muskmeions, six 
of watermelons, and ten hilis of pole beans, or eight 
hills of beans and two hills of summer squashes will 
furnish a family of five all or more than they can pos- 
sibly consume, and some to seil or give away besides, 
if the plants are well taken care of. The box for early 
plants should be placed on the south side of a shed or 
barn in order to protect it from strong north winds, 
heavy cold rains, as well as danger of frost, and water 
as needed with lukewarm water. Transplant the sods 
when safe by running a wide shingle or spade on the 
floor under each sod. In planting out, the sods must be 
well bedded in moist soil which is closely firmed around 
them, and the surface kept locse.—[Wickson’s Califor- 
nia Vegetables.

Numerous 
men and women were badly bitten. At least one man 
died raving and frothing and refusing water. In hu- 
mility I confess that as editor of the leading paper I 
| had unwittingly accentuated the foolish scare. I ad- 
mit a colossal ignorance of the meaning of the multi- 
tude of mad dogs—at first. I admit having myself 


watched for approaching insanity.

A. Klondike. He provoked my contempt by the flat as-

| in Alaska. This when our Dawson panic was, as I have 
said, at its highest. This when dead dogs lay at every 
hand, being killed too numerously to be buried at once. 


To cut a long story short, he insisted that all that was 
the matter with dogs was worms. He declared it being 
winter, the dogs could not get grass to eat, and being 
owned by greenhorns—‘chee chahkos’ he called them— 
the dogs were not being fed a substitute for the grass, 
moosehide or caribou with the hair on. And the dogs 
being strange to the country, had not learned to hunt, 
and thus get fresh hides for themselves. Moreover an- 
other substitute, bones, were impossible for them to 
_ get, the dogs being too numerous for the little meat 
_@aten in the camp. All. this, he said, resulted in the 
_ wortas with which all dogs are infested, getting the up- 
per hand, forming great clots, stopping the bowel, per- 
_forating the intestine, and so driving the dogs mad. 
“AN this and more. He challenged me, as an editor, 
to come with him and investigate the next dog killed. 
Hardly were we outside my office when a pisto] shot 
announced apother tragedy. We found the dog still 
warm, and easily opened. The knot of maggots close 
to the rectum in the intestine was big as my two fists. 
The bowel was perforated in fifteen places, with worms 
in the peritoneal cavity. I thought perhaps this was a 
mere coincidence. Plenty of dead dogs lay all around, 
but they were frozen hard as steel, and were therefore 
not suitable for investigation. However, by following 
the shots, in two days I had myself or through Mark 
Bray, opened fifteen newly-killed rabid dogs, all with 
the most typical symptoms—biting at everything 
blindly, foaming at the mouth, refusing water, biting 
their masters, running amuck, seeking solitude, etc., 
| ete,; and in absolutely every case I investigated I found 
| the worms or maggots in great clots near the vent, 
stopping the bowel. And in half the cases I found per- 
| forations—I might have found them in all the other 
eases had I searched, but I was becoming convinced. 


| “Ina very few days I had allayed the scare. Hay, 
hide and bones fed to the dogs caused the madness to 
disappear as rapidly as it had arisen. Bitten men were 
let from under observation. And that was the last of 
rabies in the Klondike. 


“I believe as firmly as I believe anything, that the 
one man who died with alleged rabies after being bit- 
ten was frightened to death. I believe with Mark Bray 
that there was never a case of rabies In the north. I 
believe there to be no more danger from a bite when a 
dog is dying from worm fits than at any other time, 
and never any danger but from the impurities of one’s 
own blood. So firmly do I believe this, that when last 
winter I had a hand all mangled by wolf dogs, I never 
went near a doctor, nor was | for one moment alarmed. 
Indians, when through neglect, they have some of their 
dogs run amuck, catch them, harness them, work them 
and feed them hide. And when the Indians get bitten, 
as is frequently the case, they only laugh. And I have 
yet to hear of the first Indian dying from dog bites. 

“All this and more I published in Dawson, Yukon 
Territory, in allaying the scare. And while not all be- 
lieved, you would be laughed out of court today up 
there if you cried mad dog after any canine, no matter 
how he acted.”

Heating the House. 


E had quite a cold spell in California during the 

opening days of 1910. That is to say, cold for this 
section of the country. The themometer registered as 
low as 33 degrees on the roof of the Weather Bureau 
Office early one morning. On the level of the street it 
was probably down below thirty, while for a short time 
in the interior sections the thermometer sunk as low 
as twenty-six, or six degrees below freezing. This 
would be considered quite comfortable weather at this 
time of year on the Atlantic Coast. However, we feel 
the cold more in Los Angeles than they do in New 
York, and much for the same reason that we feel the 
summer heat less, namely, that the atmosphere is so 
dry. Also, after years of residence in this mild cll- 
mate we become more susceptible to cold. 


should be paid to the heating of our houses. Until 
twenty years ago, when Southern California began to 
become really Americanized, many houses were with- 
out any heating arrangements at all, as a great many 
of the older residences in los Angeles are today, while 
even in new houses that are going up in such astonish- 
ing numbers, it is only the high-priced ones that con- 
tain furnaces. 


Heating a house by a furnace or hot-water pipes is 
undoubtedly by far the best method, because it permits 
of a general distribution of the heat, and of simulta- 
neous ventilation. However, poor people, and even 
people of moderate means in this cection seem to think 
they cannot afford a furnacé, although they sometimes 
spend money on the things that are not so necessary. 


There are five ways of heating the body—sunshine, 
eating, exercise, clothing, and artificial heat. The last 
of these is the least desirable, surplus clothing coming 
next. 

Next is the open grate, which is not only healthy, but 
cheerful. It is true that much of the heat goes to 
waste in this manner, but. you get the value 
of your money. In England, forty years ago, 
the open fireplace was the only means of 
heating even the most expensive of bouses. It was also 
found in every poor mats cottage. Even in the 
kitchen they used open grates, with a smal] boiler on 
one side and an oven on the other, and the meat was 
roasted in front of the fire. They probably do so yet 
in most cases, for the English are very conservative. 
See that you have an open fireplace in at least one of 
your rooms. 

After the open grate comes the old-fashioned wood 
stove, with a pipe leading to the outside of the house. 
The damper of these stoves in usually closed after the 
combustion of the fuel is thorough. The air-tight stove 
is a most unwholesome device. The introduction of 
these stoves in the eastern States was undoubtedly re- 
sponsible for much of the increase of consumption that 
set in about that time. — 

The portable gas stove is convenient, but it eats up a 
lot of oxygen. If you don't think so, put your head 
over one for a moment. 

Be sure to have ventilation in the room. Also have 
a pan of water on the stove, to make up for the re- 
duced moisture of the atmosphere. 

Do not depend more than you can help on artificial 
heat. Occasionally go outside where the air is pure, 
take some deep breaths, and exercises. You will find 
that will keep you warm for quite a time—and it is a 
much more healthy warmth. 


This will 
cost you something—in the way of faded carpets and 


value your furniture more than your health and that 
of your family. 

Again, keep your liver in good order by right diet. 
Uniess the liver works well, you will have cold hands 
and feet, and wil) feel chilly even in a warm room. 
Avoid animal fats, and pies and cakes, also coffee and 
beer. In place of animal fat use corn meal and ripe 
olives and nuts. 

Don’t overburden yourself with clothes. They are 
debilitating. Don’t wear woollen underwear. It is the 
worst material you can put next to the skin. The more 
clothes you pile on the more you will need. You may 
find some people shivering under two heavy suits of 
woollen underwear, while others are comfortable in 
one light linen undershirt. Ramie linen is the best of 
all materials for underwear. Don’t imagine that you 
can keep warm by swallowing alcohol. It is a false 
warmth, and there is always the inevitable reaction. 
People who consume much alcohol are much more 
likely to freeze to death, as they are more likely to 
become sunstruck in very hot weather. 

Finally, when you build a house, if you have to econ- 
omize, put a few less unnecessary frills on it, and spend 
the money on thorough systems of sanitary ventilation, 
heating, and plumbing. It will pay you good interest 
on the investment. ne

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persons afflicted with consumption may be removed 
from their families and confined. Since then, a dis- 
patch published in The Times tells that by order of 
the State Board of Health. diphtheria cases in Califor- 
nia must not be released from quarantine hereafter un- 
til two negative cultures shall have been taken. This 
will mean that laboratory examination musi be made of 
swabbings of the thruat of the sufferers and that these 
must be grown. This will take about twenty-four 
hours at the laboratory, and to this must he added the 
time necessary to get the mucus to and from the labo- 
ratory. 

Los Angeles is equipped with a laboratory, but many 
points in the State must send the cultures to the labo- 
ratory at the State University and the quarantine will 
not be raised until the report of the analysis is satisfac- 
tory. While time will be consumed in th!s, the State 
Board thinks that it will be better so than to raise the 
quarantine before the germs of the disease are extinct. 

The unreasonable character of this ruling may at 
once be seen when it is remembered that a great ma- 
jority of people carry around with them a various num- 
ber of diseases, such as diphtheria, consumption, etc., 
although they have never had these diseases, and may 
never have them. Autopsies prove that a great ma- 
jority of persons have at some time suffered from con- 
sumption of the lungs in the earlier stages, but nature 
has healed them. 

By the way, Mayor Gaynor of New York recently ap- 
pointed on the health commission of that city a “lay- 
man.” This is a good idea. There should be a “lay- 
man” on every health board. He would be free from 
the prejudices acquired in medical colleges, which a 
majority of physicians never outgrow, and he would, to 
some extent, be able to safeguard the interests of the 
public against irrationa) and tyrannical onslaughts of 
the political doctors. 

Tapeworms. 

HE existence of worms in the human body depends 

upon a morbid condition. It is doubtful whether 
any kind of vermin trouble children who have been fed 
and reared healthily. Worms must have a fitting soil 
in which to flourish—and that means filth. This is 
true also of tapeworms. The egg of these worms may 
be introduced in water or food, but they will not flour- 
ish long in an “interior department” that is absolutely 
clean, with healthy natural juices. 

A good diet for those who have worms—or 
they have worms—is ripe apples and the crusts of well- 
baked whole-meal bread. All sloppy food should be 
avoided. Also pies and cakes. : 

Various kinds of worms infest the human bey. 
Children are purticularly Hable to them. For the small 
worms which are found in the rectum, perfect cleaali- 
ness, regularity of the bowels, daily enemas of salt 
water, and anointing the anus with sweet oil, are the 
best remedies. Indigestion and constipation are the 
chief causes. 

Tapeworm and the large round worm require more 
energetic measure of treatment. For the first, the best 
remedy known is the seed of the common pumpkin. 
Take two ounces of fresh seeds, remove the shells, and 
beat them to a paste with an equal quantity of finely- 
pulverized white sugar. Add a little milk or water, and 


‘take at one dose after fasting twenty-four hours. After 


three hours, take a tablespoonful of castor oil. If this 
does not dislodge the worm, there probably is none. 
Many people imagine they have tapeworm when they 
have not. For a child, the dose should be about one- 
half that for an adult. The fluid extract of the seeds 
can be obtained at the stores, the dose of which is 
half a fluid ounce, 

Beware of professional worm doctors. They are apt 
to find a tapeworm in you whether you have one or not 
—and to prove it to you by ocular demonstration. 


Oxygen. 


MONG other wonderful “cures,” extensively adver- 

tised in the papers, since people have begun to lose 
faith in drugs, are various forms of “oxygen treat- 
ments.” Oxygen is an essential part of the atmosphere, 
without which we should quickly die, but when taken 
in condensed form, it is a stimulant, and harmful, like 
whisky. That is all there is to it. It may make you 
feel “bully” for a time. So will a couple of drinks of 
old rye—but you may have a headache in the morning. 

Why can't people be sensible and leave all such fool- 
ishness alone? Get al] the oxygen you can by deep 
breathing in pure air. That is the only way in which 
it can possibly do you any good.

COLD-STORAGD WORK. 

Several years ago the orange grow- 
ers of California came to the conclu- 
sion that there must be some well- 
defined reason why so much of their 
fruit spoiled between the time it was 
picked from the tree and the time it 
was offered for sale in the eastern 
markets.

Farmers and Stock Raisers, Also 
Wine Makers. 
[Busy Men's Magagine:] Scattered 
throughout Canada ate many curious 
religious communes, especially in the 


more curious or jnteresting than the 
settlements of the Trappist Monks. 

This brotherhood has three settle- 
ments in the Dominion—in Nova 8co- 
tia, at Tracadie, in the wilds of North- 
ern Quebec, near the Lake St. John 
district, and on the banks of the Ot- 
tawa River, not far from Montreal. 
One of the most interesting of the 
monasteries is that near the village 
of Oka, on the Ottawa River. 

The Trappist is a farmer as well as

The great meet at Los Angeles has 
been one of the most successful in 


the history of aviation. It brought out 
the leading mechanisms of afrial nav- 
igation and commanded the service of 
men of the first rank in aviation prac- 
tice. It attracted, too, great numbers 
of lookers-on, and it ig believed that 
it has rewarded its projectors with a 
substantial profit. Seuthern California 
affords idea! conditions for practice of 
this kind, the general conditions—in- 
cluding the weather—being alike fa- 
vorable and dependable. 

The incidents of this meet have 
done much to inform the country with 
respect to the present development in 
aviation matters. Hitherto we have 
looked upon the flying machine as a 
direct challenge to violent death. But 
f-om Observation at Los Angeles it 
appears that this idea is wide of the 
mark. Accidents there were at Los 
Angeles, but nothing serious, nothing 
tending to exhibit aviation as more 
dangerous than motoring at high 
speed.

BREEDING CHOICE FOWLS. 


The Golden Wyandottes Had no Orig- 


inal Wyandotte Blood, But Were 
Merely Cress- Bred. 

(st. Louls Republic:) Breeding 
chiekens is less expensive than breed- 
ing trotting horses, for the animais 
cost less on the ‘hoof, the generations 
are shorter—about one-third as long— 
and variations are more easily secured. 
There are no pedigreed chickens. The 
identification of a suckling colt as the

the chicken there are obvious difficulties. 


For example, the Golden Wyandotte 
fowl, as originally bred, had not 
drop of Wyandotte blood tn its veins. 


Joseph McKeen, a Wyandotte breeder 
do} of Omro, Wis., conceived the idea of a 


golden-colered Wyandotte fowl. Mr. 
McKeen was an old sailor, with a nat- 
ural gift for breeding fowls. He had 
none of the paraphernalia considered 
necessary by the modern breeder; he 
eould accomplish more with a few old 
boxes, a sack of corn meal and a few 
hens than can the average fancier with 
all his costly apparatus. 

A common barnyard hen in Mr. Mc- 
Keen's flock seemed to his eye to pos- 
sess certain qualities of size and shape 
which marked her for experiment. She 
was crossed with a Seebright bantam. 
This gave the rose comb and the laced 
feathers. A further cross with the 
Partridge Cochin fixed the color and 
increased the size, while an admix- 
ture of Piymouth Rock helped in the 
establishment of the general type and 
heightened the laying qualities.. The 
fowls thus produced were Golden Wy- 
andottes, with rose comb, clean legs 
and feathers laced with black on a 
gold ground; but they had not one 
drop of Wyandotte blood. They were 


> subsequently crossed with the White 
| Wyandottes, to increase the stability 


of the type.

ends at the rate of thirty-two feet a 
day. whereas the estimated daily pro- 
gress was hut sixteen feet. The crews 
at the two ends are keeping very close 
in their records. From the north 
portal they have drilled in 7637 feet and 
from the south portal, 7585. the differ- 
ence being only fifty feet. They should 
meet almost exactly at the half-way 


point. 

In the JAwhone division, so named 
because it is one pf the roughest pieces 
of country over which a line was ever 
surveyed, are to be twelve miles of 
tunnel. Of this all but half a mile has 
been excavated and it is over half 
lined. In the Saugus division the tun- 
neling also is well along. There ig to 
be a total of ten miles, of which eight 
and a half miles is excavated and three 
miles lined, The Little Lake division 
will have eight miles of tunnel of which 
four miles is already excavated. 

CONDUIT WORK, 


The coming summer will show great 
advancement in conduit building. The 
simplest part of the work has been left 
until the tunneling was well along. The 
total length of the conduit will be 14 
miles and of this about thirty-one miles 


‘is atready dug. Twenty miles has been 


lined with cement and this process will 
be carried forward as rapidly as the 
excavation after the cold weather is 
over. 
- The eana. i« simply a matter of 
dredging and in spite of the ice, the 
big machines are eating their way 
southward from the main intake. There 
will be twenty-one miles of canal of 
which five miles has been excavated. 
_ A new dipper dredge has just been 
set to work which solves one of the 
probieus that had been encountered. 
yme distance below the surface of 
the ground in certain sections a hard 
stratum was found that would not 
break up sufficiently to be carried away 
in the pipe of the hydraulic dredges, 
One of the old time bucket and chain 
dredges was put in, with some im- 
provements. e sharp edged buckets 
eut their way into the hard stratum 
and elevated the solid parts, The dump 
is made into a trough through which 
a stream of water carries the deposit 
to the shore. This dredge is making 
satisfactory progress while the hy- 
draulics are employed in the looser soil. 
GOOD START ON DAM. 

The Haiwee dam has also received 
a good start. Foundation pits have 
been sunk and the formation proved 
very satisfactory. This dam, which will 
impound the waters from the canal 
and reguiate the flow into the conduit 
proper, ia tp contain 659.750 cuble yards 
of material. The length of the crest 
is 1450 feet and at its highest point it 
will be seventy-five feet. An tmmense

Prof. Gilbert and his students have 
been working for three years on a 
collection of fossils fer the school mu- 
seum, but only for the past few 
months on specimens secured 
the Rancho La Brea. 

There are thirteen members of the 
zoNlogy class at present, nine of 
whom are girls, and the new find of 
such unexpectedly rare specimens has 
inspired them all with an enthusiasm" 
only second to that of their instructor.

“The intense interest found by these 
pupils does not lie in the tar-daubed 
and tired hands, but in the marvel of

sald Prof, Gilbert. “What a rich life 
must have over our beautiful 


valleys; what environment must have 
given rise to such wonderful forms; 
what conflicts for existence must have 
been waged; what awful scenes must 
have been enacted in the death strug- 
gies. These thoughts crewd upon the 
minds of the students as they diligent- 
Jy work in the laboratory.” 

OW CAME THEY HERE? 

one great question that Instant- 
ly takes possession of the mind, after 
viewing these prehistoric monsters, is 
the question of how they ever came to 
be here in sunny Southern California, 
and in that pit of tar.

“What anxious desire urged their 
wandering feet to this sunny land? 
Who can guess’? How came they in 
this great Brea asphaltum pit may be

other foot would go deeper, until he 
was fast In the merciless mire. 

“How his bellOwings would re 
echo through the great valley, causing 
the gigantic lions, tigers and wolves, 
Titans of their time, to rush down 
upon their prey, and there meet,.in 
deadly conflict among themselves. 
Think what would happen today should 
the earth unexpectedly soften under 
the surface close to that pool of wa- 
ter and asphaitum.”

various scale pests. By the use of 
this system any person of average in- 
telligence cam fumigate an orchard, 
expert experience not being reqvired, 
according to Mr. Wogtum’'s statement. 
and the very simplicity of the system 
appeals to him as one of its chief 
merits, a6 it makes it possible for the 
grower to have his own fumigating 
outfit, with hig own erchard ‘hands as 
his crew. 

Commissioner Pease believes Wog- 
lum hu. reduced fumigation to a sys- 
tem certain of results, and is, there- 
fore, of the opinion that it should be 
employed in every instance. He de- 
c‘ares that he does not oppose private 
contractors, but regards the practice 
of economy in chemicals, which he 
says is largely practiced by some of 
them, while enriching their pockets, 
endangers the horticultural interests, 
and should be prevented by law. That 
the commissioner's methods are fa- 
vored is demonstrated by the large 


acreage ftimigated by the county since | 


last September. when the present 
fumigating seasomw commenced, the 
orders for fumigating by the county 
being so great, that even in the west 
end, the seat of the present discon- 
tent, over 100 acres of citrus groves 
had to be ignored, and the county 
gladly welcomed the work of the pri- 
vate contractor to aid in taking care 
of this overplus.
